EXCELLED MEASt'BE. 


Mr. Bagge, member of Assembly

OFFICIAL SALARIES. 


A bill has been introduced in Con- 


grew to reduce the salaries of cer- 
tain Government official*.

measure is not an honest one because 
it is not put forward in the interest 
of economy, but simply to make po- 
litical capital for the Presidential 
campaign.

$25,000 per annum, that therefore 
that must be the salary unto the end 
of the Keptiblic is absurd; and so 
with regard to other officers.

been a decline in the purchasing 
power even of gold, the standard 
of money values, during the last 
quarter of the first century of our 
national existence, occasioned by the 
discovery of the precious metal in 
this State.
